Each  night,  each  shared 
before  an  invitation  was  given 
about  how  this  tour  was  dedicat¬ 
ed  to  their  parents’  memories 
and  how  God  had  given  them 
the  strength  during  this  difficult 
time.

Two  years  have  passed  since  Peter  Jennings  raised  eyebrows 
in  the  country’s  newsrooms  —  and  his  own  newsroom,  as. 
well  —  by  prodding  ABC  to  hire  Peggy  Wehmeyer  as  the  net^ 
work’s  full-time  religion  reporter.  Her  27  reports  since  then 
have  spurred  so  much  comment  that  Wehmeyer  will  be  a  full 
participant  in  coverage  of  the  19%  elections,  said  Jennings.

Every  other  human 
endeavor  is  the  subject  of  continuing  coverage  by  us...,”  Jen¬ 
nings  pointed  out.  The  veteran  television  newsman  admits 
Wehmeyer  created  some  discomfort  inside  the  network. 
“Some  people  have  been  uncomfortable  dealing  with  the 
issues  she  confronts,  or  with  the  language  of  spirituality  she 
often  uses.”  Jennings  said.  Wehmeyer  covered  the  1996 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  meeting  in  New  Orleans.  Jen¬ 
nings  observed  that  each  religion  story  broadcast  on  ABC  sets 
off  waves  of  reactions  —  some  positive,  some  neg^ve.  “So 
many  people  seemed  spooked  by  religion,”  he  said. 


Some  folks  may  have  difficulty  recalling  exactly  where 
they  learned  the  fundamentals  of  Christianity,  but  chances  are 
the  place  was  Sunday  School,  according  to  the  leader  of  the 
Christian  performing  group  Geoff  Moore  and  the  Distance. 
“It’s  hard  to  put  a  finger  on  it.  but  most  of  us  learned  the  fun¬ 
damentals  through  faithful  Sunday  School  teachers.  That 
became  the  foundation  of  biblical  truth  in  my  life,”  said 
Moore.  The  group’s  current  album,  “Home  Run.”  has  a  song 
written  by  Moore  and  Steven  Curtis  Chapman  entitled.  ‘Tell 
Me  Again,”  based  on  Moore’s  childhood  experience  in  Flint. 
Mich.,  where  Daisy  Keen  taught  Moore  in  children’s  Sunday 
School.  Moore  hds'^Mn  to  it  that  his  two  sons  encounter  the 
same  Sunday  School  experience.  “That’s  what  church  really 
is  to  them.  It  teaches  them  not  only  a  love  for  the  faith  but 
also  a  love  for  the  church,"  he  said.  Sadly,  when  Moore 
called  Keen  to  tell  her  the  song  was  about  to  be  released,  he 
learned  she  had  died  two  days  earlier.  “It  became  almost  a 
memorial  tribute,”  he  said.

Seeking  forgiveness 


By  Jim  Phillips 
Psalm  51 


It’s  an  incredible  discovery  in  the  life  of  a  believer  when 
we  realize  that  God  chooses  to  both  forgive  and  forget  our 
sin.  Only  God  has  such  an  ability.  He  wills  to  forget  the  sin 
that  we  confess  and  repent  of  as  we  by  faith  claim  Christ’s 
death  for  our  atonement.  To  pause  and  ponder  such  love  and 
grace  is  overwhelmingly  wondrous  How  could  such  loving 
forgiveness  exist  in  a  dreadful  world  like  ours?  That  is  pre¬ 
cisely  the  story  of  the  good  news  of  Jesus  Christ. 

In  Psalm  51,  David  is  dealing  with  the  subject  of  sin  and 
forgiveness.  He  was  reeling  firsthand  from  the  turmoil  that 
known  sin  was  bringing  upon  his  soul.  Out  of  such  a  felt 
need,  he  pours  out  his  heart  to  God  in  hopes  of  receiving  a 
favorable  ear  from  the  only  One  who  could  restore  his  tat¬ 
tered  spirit.  This  psalm  is  the  classic  biblical  passage  for 
expressing  our  plight  before  God  as  well  as  the  remedy  that 
comes  from  seeking  his  forgiveness. 

HLs  plea  (vv.  1-2).  If  grace  is  defined  as  receiving  what  we 
don’t  deserve,  then  mercy  should  be  defined  as  not  receiving 
what  we  do  deserve.  David  had  sinned.  He  knew  that  the 
severity  of  his  sin  deserved  just  .and  swift  punishment  from 
God.  He  al.so  knew  GtxJ  —  not  just  facts  about  (j(xl,  but  he 
had  walked  in  fellowship  with  God.  Out  of  that  previous  rela¬ 
tionship,  David  believed  him  to  be  approachable. 

As  ugly  as  our  sin  is,  it  never  removes  us  from  coming 
into  the  Presence  of  Gtxl.  As  long  as  we  are  capable  of  hum¬ 
bling  ourselves  and  falling  upon  his  grace  and  mercy,  we  can 
come  and  present  ourselves  to  him.  "Repentance  is  no  guar¬ 
antee  of  God’s  immediate  healing,  but  without  repentance, 
the  way  to  G(xl  is  bltK'ked”  (Disciple’s  Study  Bible). 

His  predicartlent  (vv.  3-4).  Unconfessed  sin  lingers  in 
the  conscience  and  racks  havoc  on  the  si>ul.  Left  unresolved 


it  can  physically  and  mentally  debilitate  a  person.  David  was 
wrestling  with  just  such  a  possibility.  He  makes  it  clear  that 
though  sin  may  be  committed  against  someone  else,  all  sin  is 
ultimately  committed  against  Gixl.  He  sensed  that  regardless 
of  where  he  sttHKi  with  the  involved  party,  if  Gcxi  were  not 
addressed,  the  guilt  of  his  sin  remained.  To  take  responsibili¬ 
ty  for  our  sin  is  to  begin  to  take  the  proper  steps  to  resolve 
our  sin.  David  also  knew  that  whatever  steps  Gtxl  tixik 
because  of  his  actions,  that  he  would  be  justified. 

His  place  (vv,  5-8).  David  knew  that  the  mess  and  ugli¬ 
ness  that  his  sin  had  brought  could  only  be  cleansed  and 
made  right  by  Gixl’s  grace  working  in  and  through  him. 
Because  sin  literally  dirties  the  heart  before  Gixl.  unless  Gtxl 
purges  the  soul  from  sin’s  effects,  it  remains  soiled.  The  only 
place  to  take  such  a  soul  is  to  the  throne  of  God.  To  go  any¬ 
where  else  would  be  to  invite  an  infectious,  poisonous,  gan¬ 
grenous  spirit  headed  for  a  disastrous  end.  Only  God  could 
essentially  wash  away  the  pemianent  stain  of  sin  (v.  8). 

His  pardon  (vv.  9-12).  Along  with  the  forgiveness  he 
sought  from  God,  David  also  desired  that  the  end  result 
would  result  in  a  restored  relationship  with  Gtxi.  Out  of  that 
restored  relationship  would  come  a  heart  that  would  declare 
the  rejoicing  that  was  experienced  prior  to  his  failure.  To 
know  guilt  and  then  to  know  unmistakable  forgiveness  and 
pardon,  blesses  the  spirit  and  frees  it  once  again  to  offer 
itself  to  the  Gtxl  who  gave  it  in  the  first  place.  This  end 
result  may  happen  quickly  but  could  possibly  be  long  in 
coming  since  Gixl  may  chtxrse  to  chastise  us  over  a  period 
of  time.  Asking  for  God’s  forgiveness  should  never  be  seen 
as  a  simple  quick  fix. 

His  position  (v.  13).  David  believed  that  the  end  result  in 
his  restored  ptisition  before  God  would  be  a  spokesman  to 
firrewam  others  of  sin’s  dreadful  dangers.  He  wanted  for 
Gixl  to  appoint  him  a  herald  to  thus  steer  others  from  the 
riK'ks  of  sure  destruction.  Our  own  testimony  of  God’s  deliv¬ 
erance  may  serve  as  the  key  that  might  lead  another  into  a 
cleansing  experience  before  Gixl.  Someone  might  come  to 
conclude,  if  Gixl  can  forgive  that  person  from  their  failure, 
could  he  perhaps  cleanse  me  from  my  sin? 

It  is  true!  Our  Gtxl  is  a  forgiving  Gtxl.  He  offers  forgive¬ 
ness  to  all  wht»  come  bef  ore  him  in  sincere  repentance  and 
brokenness  (v.  17).  Only  then  can  he  set  us  free  frtim  the 
agony  and  misery  of  our  sin.  Dtrn’t  self  destruct,  rather  plead 
before  a  merciful  Gtxl  who  in  Christ  forgives  and  gives.

Bible  Book 

dragon,  beasts 

By  Ronald  Bishop 
Revelation  12, 13 


Another  picture  of  the  conflict  (Rev.  12).  John 
offered  a  new  view  of  the  good-evil  conflict  in  Chapter  12. 
This  picture  concerns  a  great  omen  which  includes  a 
woman,  a  dragon,  and  two  bea.sts.  The  woman  is  described 
as  being  clothed  with  the  sun,  having  the  moon  under  her 
feet,  and  wearing  a  crown  made  of  the  stars.  Her  promi¬ 
nence  suggests  that  she  is  the  heroine  of  the  story  and  is 
favored  by  God.  She  also  is  pregnant,  and  the  delivery  of 
her  child  is  imminent. 

Opposite  the  woman  appears  a  dragon,  identified  as 
Satan,  who  has  great  power,  indicated  by  .seven  heads  and 
10  horns.  The  seven  crowns  suggest  that  the  evil  one  is  in 
league  with  a  worldly  power.  He  has  already  caused  great 
terror  in  the  world  and  stands  ready  to  devour  the  child 
about  to  be  born. 

The  child  is  bom,  “a  male  child,  one  who  is  to  rule  all 
the  nations  with  a  rod  of  iron.”  John’s  readers  would  have 
known  that  the  child  was  Jesus,  whose  mission  Satan 
wanted  to  destroy.  The  woman  seems  to  be  the  Hebrew 
faith,  or  thetnrrpeople  of  God,  from  whom  the  Messiah 
arose.  She  ran  into  the  wilderness  where  God  had  prepared 
a  place  to  protect  her  and  her  9hild. 

The  devil  and  hfs  angels  were  then  defeated  by  God’s 
angels  and  thrown  down  to  earth.  What  follows  cannot  be 
overlooked.  The  defeat  of  evil  is  accomplished.  The 
announcement  goes  throughout  heaven  that  God  and 
Christ  are  victorious.  The  brethren,  or  Christians,  have 
conquered  evil  by  the  blcxxl  of  the  Lamb  and  by  their  testi¬ 
mony.  They  have  remained  faithful  and  have  overcome  the 
persecution.  Though  misery  still  was  happening  during 
John’s  time,  the  victory  over  Satan  already  was  won. 

The  devil’s  response  to  his  defeat  was  to  pursue  the 
woman  and  her  child,  but  to  no  avail.  Gixl  provided  mirac¬ 
ulous  happenings  to  protect  the  woman  (now  signifying 
the  Christian  Church)  and  her  son.  Since  he  could  not 
defeat  them,  he  made  war  on  the  rest  of  the  woman’s  offi 
spring,  the  Christians. 

The  two  beasts  (Rev.  13).  John  then  saw  that  the 
devil  was  aided  by  a  great  beast  rising  from  the  sea.  often 
identified  with  the  Roman  Empire.  The  blasphemous 
name  on  the  beast  refers  to  the  habit  the  emperors  had  of 
thinking  they  were  gods  and  demanding  worship.  The 
heads  refer  to  the  various  emperors,  one  (Nero)  who  had 
received  a  mortal  wound  but  had  recovered.  Note  verse  4: 
men  worshiped  the  dragon  (Satan)  because  he  had  given 
his  power  to  the  beast. 

The  persecution  of  Christians  was  due  to  Satan’s  hatred 
of  Gixl.  The  beast  received  its  power  from  the  devil  him¬ 
self.  A  smaller  beast,  probably  symbolizing  the  Roman 
military,  enforces  emperor  worship.  This  beast  made  life 
miserable  for  first-century  Christians,  restricting  their  abil¬ 
ity  to  buy  and  sell  unless  they  worshiped  the  emperor. 

John  resisted  naming  this  beast,  probably  because  he 
knew  what  the  Romans  would  do  if  they  intercepted  and 
understood  this  writing.  The  number  666  is  a  tripling  of 
the  number  6,  which  meant  imperfection.  When  tripled, 
the  number  suggested  the  most  sinister  power  possible. 

Who  is  this  &ast?  People  have  suggested  figures  in 
nearly  every  generation  who  seem  to  fit  the  bill.  John 
probably  had  in  mind  the  Roman  military  establishment 
under  the  emperor  Domitian. 

These  chapters  seem  to  be  John’s  answer  to  the  ques¬ 
tion,  “Why  is  this  persecution  happening?”  John  told  the 
Christians  that  God  was  not  afflicting  them.  He  was  pro¬ 
tecting  them  from  Satan  who  was  trying  to  destroy  God’s 
work.  Satan  had  given  his  power  to  the  Romans  who  were 
helping  him.  Though  times  looked  bleak.  God’s  victory 
over  Satan  was  assured,  for  it  already  had  occurred.

Life  and  Work 

A  just  government 

By  Cynthia  Douglas 
Proverbs  21-31 


How  can  I  help  to  secure  a  just  government?  This  ques¬ 
tion  is  explored  in  the  fifth  session  of  the  unit,  “Aiming  for 
Excellence.”  Other  sessions  have  included  using  speech 
wisely,  strengthening  home  life,  applying  biblical  princi¬ 
ples  of  work  and  finance,  and  building  better  relationships. 
Five  characteristics  of  a  just  government  are  examined  in 
this  unit. 

Each  person’s  vote  is  important  in  determining  an  elec-  - 
tion.  In  1645,  one  vote  gave  Oliver  Cromwell  control  of 
England. 

In  1 776,  one  vote  gave  America  the  English  language 
instead  of  CJerman. 

In  1 845,  one  vote  brought  Texas  into  the  Union. 

In  1876,  one  vote  gave  Rutherford  B.  Hayes  the  Presi¬ 
dency  of  the  United  States. 

In  1923,  one  vote  gave  Adolf  Hitler  leadership  of  the 
Nazi  Party. 

In  1941,  one  vote  saved  Selective  Service  — just  weeks 
before  Pearl  Harbor  was  attacked. 

One  vote  —  your  vote  —  is  important. 

Government’s  foundation:  the  sovereign  (Jod  (Prov. 
21:1;  30-31).  God  is  sovereign  and  is  the  ultimate  ruler 
over  all  things.  God  is  superior  to  every  king,  president,  or 
leader.  Sometimes  the  earthly  ruler  does  not  make  wise  or 
good  decisions  but  the  ruler  is  an  instrument  in  God’s 
hands.  God’s  directing  of  the  leader  is  liken  to  directing  a 
stream  of  water  or  an  irrigation  ditch  (21:1).  Verse  30 
restates  the  absolute  reign  of  God.  He  is  the  undisputed 
ruler  of  earth. 

Military  preparedness  is  described  in  verse  31  yet  only 
God  can  give  the  victory.  Therefore,  God  desires  to  be  the 
foundation  of  a  government.  Ultimately,  he  is  the  ruler 
whether  or  not  the  citizens  admit  it.  He  alone  can  give  wis¬ 
dom.  peace  and  victory. 

Government’s  aim:  a  righteous  nation  (Prov.  14:34). 

Wise  nations  not  only  acknowledge  God’s  sovereignty, 
they  promote  w  hat  is  right.  The  aim  of  a  government, 
according  to  Gixl’s  plan,  is  to  be  righteous.  Righteous 
means  being  just,  fair,  upright,  free  from  wrong  or  sin. 

However,  “sin  is  a  disgrace  to  any  people”  (v.  34b).  Sin. 
whether  by  leaders  or  citizens,  brings  shame  and  scandal  to 
a  nation.  Hi.story  reveals  sin  leads  to  the  downfall  of  a 
nation.  Is  your  sin  a  contributing  factor  to  the  condition  of 
the  government?  God  holds  each  citizen  accountable  for 
their  actions.  Are  you  doing  your  part  to  help  our  nation  be 
a  righteous  nation? 

Government’s  example:  godly  leaders  (Prov.  16:12; 
20:28;  28:2;  29:4).  Gixlly  leaders  give  stability  to  a  nation. 
These  verses  give  five  qualities  of  a  godly  leader.  First,  a 
leader  is  to  detest  wrongdoing,  both  in  his  personal  life  and 
in  those  for  whom  he  is  responsible  (16:12).  Proverbs  20:28 
gives  two  qualities  becoming  to  a  leader  —  love  and  faith¬ 
fulness. 

The  leader  is  to  encourage  mutual  loyalty  and  respect, 
thus  making  a  .secure  relationship.  The  fourth  quality,  in 
verse  28:2,  is  to  be  a  man  of  understanding,  one  who  can 
provide  stability.  Proverbs  29:4  describes  the  fifth  quality 
of  ruling  justly  and  refusing  to  take  bribes. 

Government’s  duty:  equal  justice  (Prov.  24:23-25). 
Wise  nations  strive  to  administer  justice  impartially.  ‘To 
show  partiality  in  judging  is  not  good”  (v.  23).  Also  the 
guilty  should  not  be  found  innocent.  The  teaching  of  these 
verses  is  to  administer  fair  and  equal  justice  to  all,  then  God 
says  rich  blessings  will  come  to  the  nation.  Courts  of  law 
are  not  to  show  favoritism  but  are  to  render  just  and  fair 
verdicts.  All  governments  should  assure  justice  without 
regard  to  standing  and  status  in  life. 

Government’s  heart:  compassionate  help  (Prov. 
31:8-9).  The  fifth  characteristic  of  a  just  government  is  to 
be  compassionate  and  to  defend  the  rights  of  the  disadvan¬ 
taged.  Gixl  instructs  the  government  and  the  church  to  be 
generous  and  kind  to  those  in  genuine  need.  Verse  8  tells  us 
to  speak  up  for  the  rights  of  those  who  are  destitute.  The 
ultimate  duty  of  a  leader  and  a  governing  body  is  to  provide 
for  the  needs  of  the  citizens,  especially  for  those  who  are 
incapable  of  providing  for  them.selves.

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President  signs  legislation 
forming  gambling  commission 


TRANSPLANT  OVERSEAS  A  FIRST  IN  MISSION-RELAT¬ 
ED  HOSPITAL:  ASUNCION.  Paraguay  (BP)  —  In  July,  doctors  at 
the  Baptist  Medical  Center  in  Asuncion.  Paraguay,  performed  what  is 
believed  to  be  the  first  heart  transplant  in  an  overseas  Southern  Baptist 
mission-related  hospital  —  and  the  first  in  Paraguay.  Receiving  a  new 
heart  was  Pedro  Nunez.  36.  He  was  released  July  22.  recovering  satis¬ 
factorily.  “The  practice  of  organ  donation  in  Paraguay  is  relatively 
unknown,  and  not  well  accepted  due  to  cultural  and  religious  bel^efs. 
said  Marlin  Harris,  a  Foreign  Mission  Board  (FMB)  mission^  from 
Prattville,  Ala.,  and  the  medical  center  administrator.  The  Baptist  Med¬ 
ical  Center  was  started  by  Franklin  Fowler,  a  former  missionary  and 
staff  member  of  the  FMB.  Manageincnt  and  ownership  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  a  Paraguayan  board  of  administrators  in  May  1995,  after  a 
transitional  10-year  partnership  with  Baptist  Medical  Center  of  Jack¬ 
sonville,  Fla.  “The  event  made  the  public  aware  of  the  tremendous 
value  and  need  for  organ  donation,”  said  Harris.  “The  history  of  Bap¬ 
tist  Medical  Center  in  Paraguay  will  now  be  remembered  in  two  great 
testaments;  before  the  transplant  and  afterwards,”  he  added.  “We  are 
now  in  a  new  era.  We  do  not  fully  understand  why  the  Lord  chose  to 
use  our  institution'for  this  event  of  such  national  prominence,  but  we 
know  he  has  his  purpose,  and  we  desire  to  be  faithful  to  it.” 

ANNUITY  BOARD  TOPS  $5.4  BILLION,  RETIREMENT, 
RELIEF  SET  RECORDS:  BOSTON  (BP)  —  Assets  of  the  Annuity 
Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  reached  $5,423  billion  on 
June  30.  1996,  a  13.1%  increase  in  12  months.  Retirement  and  relief 
benefits  .set  new  records  for  the  first  six  months  of  1996.  Contributions 
to  participant  accounts  that  totaled  $130  million,  along  with  earnings 
of  $291  million  in  the  January-June  period,  pushed  total  assets  to  a 
new  record.  Board  treasurer  Harold  D.  Richardson  said  total  earnings 
for  the  first  six  months  were  the  second  highest  in  the  79-year  history 
of  the  birard,  e.xceeded  only  by  the  record  of  the  same  si.x  months  in 
1995.  Richardson  reported  benefits  paid  January  through  June  totaled 
$107  million,  and  total  benefits  for  the  year  are  expected  to  exceed 
$200  million  for  the  first  time. 

RELIGIOUS  NETWORK  GETS  NEW  NAME:  NEW  YORK 
(ABP)  —  The  Faith  &  Values  Channel  announced  July  22  that  it  will 
adopt  a  new  name,  Odyssey,  and  a  new  logo  beginning  with  its  fall 
season  Sept.  29.  The  changes  will  be  made  to  increase  the  size  of  its 
audience  without  sacrificing  its  core  viewers,  according  to  a  press 
release.  Many  different  religious  groups  air  programs  on  the  channel. 
The  Radio  and  Television  Commission,  an  agency  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,  will  continue  to  provide  20  hours  of  programming 
per  week  for  Faith  &  Values,  said  Jack  Johnson,  president  of  the  com¬ 
mission.  Baptist  programs  such  as  *]The  Baptist  Hour”  and  “Invitation 
to  Life”  appear  on  the  network.  _

Stringer's  term  of  service  began  Aug.  1  and 
will  conclude  Nov.  9  of  this  year.  The  convention’s  executive  director 
search  committee,  meanwhile,  has  announced  it  will  receive  resumes 
of  nominees  through  Nov.  30.  Resumes  may  be  sent  to  Bruce  Aubrey, 
committee  chair,  Northside  Baptist  Church,  7965  Oswego  Road,  Liver¬ 
pool,  NY  13090.

ADD  EASTER  '97,  MARCH  30,  TO  SBC  PLANNING  CALEN¬ 
DAR:  NASHVILLE  (BP)  —  There's  a  key  omission  in  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention's  “1996-97  Calendar  of  Activities:"  Easter  1997, 
March  30.  The  calendar  is  a  16-month,  September-December  long- 
range  planning  calendar  used  by  church  leaders  and  produced  by  the 
SBC  Executive  Committee.  The  omission  “reflects  the  humanity  (cleri¬ 
cal  error)  of  persons  who  process  vast  quantities  of  print  material  day 
after^y,  ”  said  Ernest  Mosley.  SBC  Executive  Committee  executive 
vic^nsident.  “The  omission  does  not  represent  official  action  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention,  ”  he  joked,  adding  it  is  akin  to  the  popu¬ 
lar  Easter  sermon  title,  “What  If  There  Were  No  Easter?  Perish  the 
thought!"  Mosley  said. 


WASHINGTON  (BP)— Presi¬ 
dent  Clinton  has  signed  into  law 
legislation  establishing  a  panel  to 
study  the  effects  of  gambling  on 
American  society. 

Acting  Aug.  3,  Clinton  signed 
the  National  Gambling  Impact 
Study  Commission  Act,  which 
provides  for  a  nine-member  com¬ 
mission  to  study  the  social  and 
economic  effects  of  gambling  on 
government,  communities,  fami¬ 
lies,  businesses,  and  individuals. 


“The  commission  will  help 
draw  attention  to  the  growth  of 
the  gambling  industry  and  its  con¬ 
sequences,”  the  president  said  in  a 
prepared  statement.  “Too  often, 
public  officials  view  gambling  as 
a  quick  and  easy  way  to  raise  rev¬ 
enues,  without  focusing  on  gamb¬ 
ling’s  hidden  social,  economic, 
and  political  costs.

The  next  step  will  be  the 
appointment  of  the  commission 
members.  The  panel  will  have 
three  members  appointed  by  the 
president,  three  by  the  Senate 
majority  leader  and  three  by  the 
speaker  of  the  House.  The 
appointments  must  be  made  with¬ 
in  60  days  after  Clinton’s  signing. 

“This  is  a  very  important  piece 
of  legislation  which  has  been 
passed,”  said  Will  Dodson,  the 
Christian  Life  Commission’s 
director  of  government  relations. 
“Everyone  knows  that  the  impact 
of  gambling  has  risen  dramatical¬ 
ly  in  this  county.  It  is  important 
now  that  the  individuals  appointed 
to  the  commission  be  of  the  high¬ 
est  credibility  and  character  in 
order  to  withstand  the  many  pres¬ 
sures  they  will  face.” 

The  law  requires  the  commis¬ 
sion  to  make  its  report  no  more 
than  two  years  after  its  first  meet¬ 
ing.  The  cost  of  the  commission 
will  be  about  $5  million,  accord¬ 
ing  to  a  Congressional  Budget 
Office  estimate. 

The  last  national  study  of 
gambling  came  in  1976,  when  few 
states  had  legalized  gambling. 
Twenty  years  later,  only  a  few 
states'have  no  form  of  legal 
gambling. 

The  House  of  Representatives 
passed  the  bill  July  22  by  voice 
vote,  following  by  only  five  days 
Senate  approval.  The  House  had 
passed  a  slightly  different  version 
in  March  but  chose  to  OK  the 
Senate’s  version  rather  than  allow 
the  different  versions  to  go  to 
potentially  drawn-out  negotiations 
in  a  House-Senate  conference 
committee. 

Sen.  Paul  Simon,  (D.-llI.),  and 
Rep.  Frank  Wolf,  (R.-Va.),  were 
the  chief  sponsors  of  the  legisla¬ 
tion  in  their  respective  chambers. 

The  Christian  Life  Commis¬ 
sion  was  among  the  many  sup¬ 
porters  of  the  legislation.  Messen-
